after the conflict with Russia. 
Michigan Friendship 
"Since I fir«t came to America 
as minister from Finland, it ha* 
he>»n my hope and wish 
to 
visit 
Finnish - Americans 
throughout 
this country,” he said. "\ n d , 
of 
course, I always thought of this 
glorious peninsula of upper M ichi­ 
gan I am happy to be here and to 
extend to all Finnish American* 
and American friends of Finland 
mr gratitude for all 
they 
have 
done and are doing to help Fin ­ 
land. 
“ Michigan is particularly dear 
to the heart of all of us In Fin ­ 
land; because we know how many 
men and women of Finnish origin 
have, by hard work, created new 
homesteads here — being good and 
loyal \merican citizens but at the 
''ame time remembering with love 
the country of 
their 
ancestors. 
They 
form one of the strongest 
links between United States 
and 
I.ar away Finland. 
"Fin lan d has passed through a 
terrible ordeal. It is up against 
great difficulties now. but it still

try, and, God willing, she shall re­ 
nt a :n so.

Untapped W ater Power 
The minister said that Finland
